paying on life insurance, or you 
owe taxes. 


And is your family thrown out 


because you no longer can afford 
the rent you used to pay? 


Debts Still Stand 


There's only one single answer 


to all this: Your civilian debts are 
not just automatically wiped out 


Under law — whether you're 


calleu in as a national guardsman, 
reservist or draftee — you get 
some relief or protection on debts. 


What you get depends on your 


particular case and your kind of 
debt: 


You may have to pay off in full 


while you're in the service, if it's 
found you can aifurd to: i>r you 
may have to pay only part of your 
debt while in service: or you may 
not have to pay until you're dis- 
charged.

Get some legal advice. You can 


do it this way: 


1. Before going into service—. 


Consult a lawyer.

Consult the legal asistance officer 
of your outfit. There's supposed 
to be one in every camp and on 
every ship. If there's none in your 
outfit, start the ball rolling by 
consulting your commanding of- 
ficer. 


The following explanation — in

follows — comes from the govern- 
ment experts in the field: 


Federal income tax—- 
If you're called to service you 


don't have to pay that civilian in- 
come tax until six months after 
leaving the sen-ice. 


Must Notify Collator 


But you must notify your in- 


ternal revenue collector that you 
are in the service and want pay- 


ment delayed until you're dis- 
charged. 


State income tax— 
The rule on what a serviceman 


must do about his state income tax 
varies from state to state. So, on 
this, check with your state col- 
lector. 


State property taxes and assess- 


ments— 


If you can't pay them because 


you're in service, notify your state 
or county tax collector. 


He can't sell your property for 


taxes owed unless he goes to court 
and gets an order from a judge 
permitting him to sell it.

leaving the service. 


The judge will base his decision 


on his belief in your ability to pay, 
or not pay, while you're in service.

Truman's 'Do As I Say' Policy 
". . . pot our country ahead of party. Let us de- 
bate the issues, but let every man among us weigh 
his words and deeds." 
At first flush this doesn't seem like such an amazing 


statement. It makes sense and parallels a plea for national 
unity voiced in these columns some days ago. 


But there is one amazing aspect of the quotation— 
It was uttered by President Harry S. Truman in his 
"state of the union" message delivered Monday. 


To date the president has been history's No.'l partisan 


politician. 


It often has been' said that his biggest weakness was 


his political friends. Anyone who had raised money for pre- 
vious political campaigns, was a member of his outfit in 
World War I or hailed from Missouri was almost assured of 
some top spot hi the government. 


In short, Harry S. Truman will go down in history as a 


man who refused to back down on a political debt—even 
though the country was the loser. 


We have seen him try to pick a federal judge simply 


because one of his political cronies wanted it so, even though 
members of the American Bar association thought other- 
wise. We have seen him lend an ear to individuals whose 
'background included such interesting activities as bootleg- 
ging. We have seen members of his official family mixed up 
in the famous "five per center" scandals. 


But was Harry S. Truman thinking of his country first, 


and his party second, when he refused to clean house and 
angrily consigned to the devil anybody who didn't like it. 


And now let's get to the second part of this amazing 


statement—"let every man among us weigh his words and 
deeds." 


There's one for the books.

THE DOCTOR ANSWERS T 


Cause of Eczema Is Very 
Often Difficult to Detect 


Not every skin rash is eczema 


by a long shot, though some peo- 
ple seem to think so. Eczema, or 
dermatitis venenata, as skin spec- 
ialists call it, is really limited to 
"certain skin conditions which are 
caused by contact with some irri- 
tating substances. In a way it is 
a kind of allergy because some 
people are not harmed by things 
which cause eczema in others 


At first eczema is likely to ap- 


pear as a simple redness of fhe 
skin, but if the irritation has been 
severe, blisters and even small pus 
pockets can form. After a while 
the redness and other signs of in- 
flammation often gives way to 
chronic symptoms 


Eczema shows up on those parts 


of the body which have come in 
contact with the irritating sub- 
stance For this reason the hands, 
face and 
legs 
(particularly 
in 


women) are the most likely parts 
of the skin to get involved. 


The skin 
usually 
itches and 


burns even before the redness ap- 
pears. 
Naturally scratching fol- 


lows; sometimes the skin has been 
so injured by the scratching that 
the eczema seems rather unim- 
portant. 


All kinds of things can cause 


eczema in a susceptible person. 
Nearly everyone is "susceptible" 
to poison ivy, but eczema has been 
reported from hair 
dyes, 
face 


powders, shampoo soaps, tincture 
of iodine, weeds, almost all kinds 
of clothing match boxes, the ink 
of comic strips and a thousand 
other things. 


There are four aims of> treat- 


ment: to identify the substance 
which is causing the difficulty, to 
toy •• avoid furtbtr aontact, to 


keep from putting stuff on the 
skin which might make the ec- 
;ema worse, and finally to use 
soothing 
lotions or ointments 


which will lessen the inflamma- 
tion and let the skin get back to 
normal. 
DETECTIVE WORK 


Finding the cause is often quite 
job. At times it takes real de- 


fective ability on the part of the 
doctor. Another difficulty in many 
cases of eczema is that the vic- 
tim may have tned to treat him- 
self with some substance which 
does nothing but cause further ir- 
ritation to the skin which has 
already had more than it could 
take 


In fact I have had skin special 


ists tell me that they ran into 
more trouble trying to overcome 
the bad effects of self-treatmen' 
than they did from the eczema it 
self

Certain plays in canasta convey 


definite meanings to an alert part- 
ner but are not conventions. The 
reason they are not conventions is 
that their meaning should be ob- 
vious. I call them 
"significant 


plays." 


The simplest example of a sig- 


nificant play is a first or second 
round discard of an ace when your 
side needs ninety or a hundred and 
twenty. 


The ace is the only natural card 


that counts 20 points. Hence, if 
you have a poor hand with one 
ace in it, that is the one card you 
want to hang on to. If you can 
draw two more aces you have 
made up a sixty-point meld and 
have taken a long step in the di- 
rection of acquiring your count. 


Therefore, if a player discards 


an ace early it means one of two 
things. Either he has no idea what 
he is doing at all or he has a good 
hand and does not need aces to 
make his minimum count 


Some reader is saying right now 


"I wouldn't discard an ace any- 
way. It will tell my opponent that 
I have a good hand ad also that I 
don't hold aces. Hence, it will give 
him safe discards for later on." 


The answer to that reasoning is, 


first that any first or second round 
discard implies that you hold no 
more cards of that rank. Second, 
there is no law against a player 
with a good hand baiting his oppo- 
nents by splitting three of a kind 
at his first turn to play, whether 
that three of a kind Is aces or some 
lower denomination. 


Also, if you start with a good 


hand the chances are that the man 
to your right won't have a goo* 
hand. In fact, the chances are that 
he won't have a good hand irre- 
spective of what your hand is. 
There are lots more poor canasta 
hands than there are good ones. 


Hence, unless he has a good 


hand he will be hanging on to any 
aces for their counting value. 


The following question comes 


from San Antonio: 


Q—What is the game samba? 
Samba is the name given to 


three-pack canasta. In this game 
canastas are rewarded with the 
regular 300 and 600-polnt bonuses. 
Ton are also allowed to meld se- 
quences In the same suit and a 
seven-card sequence Is called' a 
samba and Is given a fifteen Iran 
dred-polnt bonus. Of course It Is a 
lot harder to make a samba than 
It Is to make a canasta.

The jump in the commercial 


price of silver ended a stalemate 
m the market, where foreign 
silvei—mostly from Mexico—had 
been the sole souice because dom- 
estic silver all went to the U S 
treasury 
Suppliers 
of foreign 


silver refused to sell any longer 
at the 80 cent price in effect since 
October. 


Demand, meantime, has been 


piling up. Three months ago, the 
silver tiade says, American users 
of silver were taking about 100 
million ounces a year Now they 
are buying silver "at the rate of 
150 million ounces a year 


For one thing, sales of silver- 


ware have 
been good. 
Silver 


makers expect sales to be even 
bet'e' as the defense program 
takes hold. They base this on pre 
vious w artime experience. 


SiHer Demand Increa»ed 


Silver makers are also buying 


more silver for another reason 
Curbs on the use of copper and 
nickel increase the demand for 
silver as a subsitute 


Silver, at the treasury price of 


90 1-2 cents, is not at a record 
high. The high mark was set in 
November, 1919, at $1.37 1-2 cents 
an ounce. The price broke in 1920 
The metal reached a low of 24 1-2 
cents in 1932. 


The treasury now holds around 


160 million ounces of silver, which 
it can legally sell at 90 91 cents 
an ounce 


The United States also holds 


a huge stock of gold, valued at 
the official price of $35 for a 
total of more than 522 billion 
worth
